lineteen  migrainous  individuals  were  ob- 
Irved  for  periods  up  to  two-and-a-half 
pars ;  of  these  four  were  suffering  from 
phthalmic  migraine  and  the  remainder 
bm  simple  migraine  with  diverse  symp- 
|ms.  The  patients  received  5  mg.  ribo- 
kvine  thrice  daily  for  several  months  after 
hich  the  dose  was  varied  to  suit  the  indi- 
dual.  The  four  ophthalmic  cases  were 
pmpletely  relieved  within  a  few  weeks 
hilst  ten  others  reported  cessation  of 
packs.  The  remainder  showed  marked  or 
ight  improvement.  These  results  were 
nfirmed  in  a  study  of  15  further  cases, 
anad.  med.  Ass.  J.  1946,  54,  589.) 
iboflavine  is  obtainable  as  '  Beflavit ' 
ablets  1  mg.  and  3  mg.  ;  also  2  c.c.

Vitamin  E  for  Dogs  and  Cats 

n  interesting  report  on  the  satisfactory  re- 
Its  obtained  from  administration  of  vita- 
m  E  to  dogs  and  cats  suffering  from 
ardiac  disease  was  published  recently.  The 
uthor  gave  detailed  history  of  seven  cases. 


All  the  animals  discussed  in  this  series  made 
a  good  recovery.  So  far  about  50  cases 
have  been  treated  with  '  Ephynal  '  vita- 
min E  and  practically  all  of  them  shewed 
considerable  improvement  in  their  cardiac 
and  general  condition.  The  usual  dose 
given  in  the  cases  discussed  was  one 
'  Ephynal  '  tablet  3  mg.  t.i.d.  reduced 
after  14  to  21  days  to  one  twice  daily  and 
finally  one  tablet  daily.  In  one  case,  one 
10  mg.  'Ephynal'  tablet  was  given  twice 
daily  and  then  once  daily  for  21  days,  an 
immediate  improvement  being  noted  by  the 
owner.  (Vet.  Record  1947,  59,  355.) 
('  Ephynal  '  vitamin  E  is  available  in  tab- 
lets of  three  strengths,  3  mg.,  10  mg.,  and 
20  mg.  Also  in  ampoules  for  intra-muscular 
injection  each  containing  30  mg.). 

Rheumatoid  Arthritis 

The  immediate  effect  of  '  Prostigmin  '  on 
muscle  spasm  was  investigated  in  25  patients 
suffering  from  rheumatoid  arthritis  and 
associated  conditions.  Twenty-one  patients 
showed  "  a  decrease  of  muscular  pain, 
muscle  rigidity  and  pain  in  movements  and 
an  increase  of  the  extent  of  immobility  " 
whilst  under  the  influence  of  '  Prostigmin.' 
The  effects  lasted  up  to  14  hours.  (Acta, 
med.  scand.  1946,  126,  241.)

Commercial  Petrol  Allowances.  —  The 

Minister  of  Fuel  and  Power  has  announced 
that  petrol  issued  to  shopkeepers  for  com- 
mercial purposes  may  not  be  used  for 
travelling  to  meetings  of  trade  associations. 

Heating  Restrictions  Relaxed.  —  The 

prohibition  on  the  use  of  fuel  for  heating 
industrial  premises,  factories,  workshops, 
shops,  offices,  etc.,  has  been  raised  by  the 
Minister  of  Fuel  and  Power,  with  effect 
from  midnight  on  October  19. 

Executive  Councils'  Organisation. — Ex- 
ecutive Councils  have  been  invited  to  send 
representatives  to  a  meeting,  to  be  held 
under  the  auspices  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Insurance  Committees  in  London 
on  October  31,  at  which  will  be  discussed 
a  proposal  to  set  up  a  national  association 
of  Executive  Councils.

Blackcurrant  Syrup  and  Puree.  —  The

Scholarships  for  Industrial  Nurses. — 
An  Industrial  Nursing  Scholarship  scheme 
sponsored  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and 
National  Service,  details  of  which  have  been 
made'  known,  will  enable  nurses  on  th* 
State  Register  to   train  for  the  further 

D 
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qualification  of  the  Industrial  Nursing  Cer- 
tificate. Entrants  for  the  course  must  be 
not  less  than  twenty-four  years  of  age  and 
must  undertake  to  engage  in  industrial  nurs- 
ing for  at  least  twelve  months  after  com- 
pleting the  course.  Training,  which  has 
been  planned  by  the  Royal  College  of 
Nursing  and  by  certain  Universities,  will 
occupy  approximately  six  months  ;  part  of 
it  will  be  undergone  in  factories.  The  sub- 
jects include  first  aid  in  industry ;  indus- 
trial diseases  and  poisonings ;  prevention  of 
dermatitis ;  care  of  young  and  inexperienced 
workers ;  elements  of  industrial  hygiene ; 
influence  of  dust,  fumes,  gases ;  ventilation  ; 
heating  and  lighting ;  medical  super- 
vision in  industry ;  the  law  upon  which 
minimum  standards  are  based ;  and  an 
outline  of  Government  organisations  hav- 
ing a  bearing  on  industrial  health.  Finan- 
cial assistance  given  by  the  Ministry  covers 
training  and  examination  fees  and  extends 
to  a  possible  maximum  allowance  of  £ioo.

Bristol  Poisonous  Plants  Lecture. — In  a

conomic  Problems 

The  speech  of  the  chairman  (Mr.  L.  P. 
'Brien)   at  the   annual  meeting  of  the 
ssociation  of  British  Chemical  Manufac- 
urers  (p.  470)  was  a  valuable  contribution 
o  the  understanding  of  economic  problems, 
'ou  have  commented  so  explicitly  on  his 
emarks  on  German  industries  that  I  need 
ot  refer  further  to  the  topic.    What  Mr. 
'Brien  said  about  the  prospects  of  chemi- 
al  manufacturers  in  the  United  Kingdom 
as  the  authority  which  only  an  intunate 
nowledge  of  the  subject  can  give.  We 
an  all  enjoy  his  obiter  dictum  that  "  the 
ir  is  full  of  loud  voices  of  those  who  are 
eginning  to  learn  the  elementary  facts  of 
conomics."    In  commending  his  diagnosis 
f  difficulties  to  the  attention  of  all  your 
eaders,  I  may  add  that  it  does  not  stand 
alone.    From  contemporary  daily,  weekly 
nd   monthly   publications,    a  significant 
olume  of  similar  evidence  can  easily  be 
obtained.   As  an  example,  a  comparison  of 
British  efficiency  in  industry  with  that  of 
the  United  States  and  Canada  (cited  by  Sir 
Malcolm   Stewart   in    "  The   Times "  of 
October  18)  is  instructive,  British  efficiency 
in  relation  to  its  counterpart  on  the  other 
side   of   the   Atlantic  is   analysed   thus : 
"  Slower  working  pace  accounts  for  a  defi- 
ciency of  between  15  and  20  per  cent.  Lack 
of  sufficient  number  of  the  most  modern  of 
industrial  tools  and  equipment  is  respon- 
sible for  some  30  per  cent.  ...  It  is  the 
greater  cost  of  the  elaborate  control  both 
by  the  Government  and  of  management 
which  account  for  the  remainder — i.e.,  50 
per  cent,  of  the  total  deficiency."  The 
same  observer,  Mr.  Lewis  C.  Ord,  estimates 
that    American    industrial    efficiency  is 
approximately  double  the  British  standard 
at  the  present  time. 

Standardisation  in  the  B.P. 

The  lecture  of  Dr.  G.  E.  Foster  on  analy- 
tical control  in  manufacture  (p.  461)  dealt 
with  a  subject  of  importance  to  every  phar- 
macist. I  presume  that  the  lecturer  went 
back  further  than  1898  in  his  survey  of  the 
standardisation  requirements  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia.  Those  of  us  who  were 
"brought  up"  on  its  predecessor  of  1885 
remember  a  few  instances  of  pharmaco- 
poeial  processes  for  ensuring  alkaloidal 
strength  within  defined  limits.  Opium, 
with  9.5-10.5  per  cent,  of  morphine,  was 
one ;  extract  of  nux  vomica  (15  per  cent,  of 
total    alkaloid)    and    liquid    extract  of 


cinchona  (5  per  cent,  of  total  alkaloids — in 
the  plural),  were  others.  In  the  case  of 
opium  the  prescribed  method  of  assay 
might  be  varied  by  using  "  any  trustworthy 
method  "  :  if  memory  serves,  there  was  con- 
siderable discussion  among  analysts  as  to 
the  most  satisfactory  process.  In  the  1898 
B.P.  a  defined  proportion  of  total  alkaloids 
was  required,  in  addition,  for  tincture  of 
belladonna  and  simple  and  compound  tinc- 
tures of  cinchona.  Tincture  of  belladonna 
was  now  prepared  from  a  liquid  extract  of 
the  root,  a  new  preparation  containing 
0.75  gm.  of  alkaloids  in  100  c.c.  With 
characteristic  official  reluctance  to  change, 
neither  of  the  solid  extracts  of  belladonna 
was  standardised :  the  green  extract  was 
left  as  it  had  been,  and  we  were  merely  told, 
in  a  footnote,  that  the  new  alcoholic  ex- 
tract, made  from  the  root,  contained  about 
one-third  of  the  alkaloids  present  in  "  aver- 
age samples  "  of  the  corresponding  prepara- 
tion of  the  1885  Pharmacopoeia. 

Electuarium 

As  you  have  indicated  on  p.  487,  the 
word  electuarium  has  long  had  general 
preference  over  the  word  electarium.  The 
Oxford  English  Dictionary  states,  with 
scholarly  caution,  that  the  name  is  perhaps 
a  corrupt  derivative  of  the  Greek  noun 
eKkeiKrav^  which  comes  from  the  verb 
e/cXeixeti',  to  lick  out.  (The  same  verb,  I 
may  note  in  passing,  has  suggested  eclegma, 
anglicised  as  eclegme,  an  old  term  for  a 
linctus.)  The  glossary  of  Du  Cange,  after 
giving  the  generally  accepted  derivation 
from  Greek,  adds  that  other  etymologists 
favour  "  electio  speciebus  "  (choice  of  ingre- 
dients), "  ab  electione  rerum,  e  quibus  con- 
ficitur."  Numerous  quotations  are  given. 
The  variant  electarium  is  attributed  by  the 
same  authority  to  Caelius  Aurelianus,  and 
two  Greek  variants  to  Myrepsus.  Another 
spelling  has  been  found.  The  Proceedings 
of  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine  for  1934 
contain  (XXVIII,  1157)  an  account  by  the 
late  C.  J.  S.  Thompson,  of  four  bills,  now 
in  the  British  Museum,  three  from  English 
apothecaries  and  one  from  an  English 
soicer.  The  first  bill,  dated  from  about 
1264,  is  headed  "  Electuria  de  Roberto  de 
Moute  Pesolano."  One  wonders  whether 
this  spelling  was  widely  used,  or  whether  it 
was  due  to  the  fancy  or  even  to  the  error 
of  some  thirteenth-century  scribe.  At  any 
rate,  these  six  spellings,  three  Greek  and 
three  Latin,  are  on  record.  Xrovser

on  a  six-months-old  child  at  Gloucester  re 
cently,  a  hospital  physician  said  he  ha 
prescribed  min.  6  of  Nepenthe  pre-anaes 
thetically  when  the  child  was  admitted  t 
the  Gloucestershire  Infirmary  sufferin 
from  burns.  A  pathologist  at  the  South 
western  Forensic  Science  Laboratory  sai 
there  was  nothing  to  suggest  that  death  wa 
due  either  to  an  overdose  of  Nepenthe  0 
to  the  picrotoxin  administered  as  an  anti 
dote.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  ac 
cidental  death. 

Caustic  Soda  in  Wine  Bottle. — At 

inquest  at  Shrewsbury  recently  on  a  loca 
rector,  a  verdict  of  death  by  misadventur 
was  returned.  It  was  stated  that  the  recto 
was  making  ready  the  sacramental  win 
when  he  became  suspicious  of  the  colou 
of  the  liquid  ;  he  tasted  it,  and  became  i' 
and  died.

He  could  noi 
rule  out  the  possibility  of  the  drug  beini 
the  cause  of  death.

NEW  BOOKS 

Chemicals:  Servant  or  Master — Life  or 
Death. — Bob  Edwards.  8^  x  5^  in.  Pp. 
141.  3s.  6d.  National  Labour  Press,  Smith- 
Dorrien  Road,  Leicester.  Though  it  is 
normally  outside  the  scope  of  this  paper  to 
review  political  tracts  and  propagandist 
works  in  general,  this  book  by  the  acting 
general  secretary  of  the  Chemical  Workers' 
Union,  "  states  a  case  for  the  common 
ownership  "  of  the  chemical  industry,  and 
therefore  deserves  study  by  those  engaged 
in  it,  if  only  to  be  forewarned  as  to  possible 
lines  of  attack.  Among  other  purposes  the 
book  claims  to  achieve  are  "  a  complete 
analysis  of  the  ramifications  of  the  I.G.I." 
and  of  the  "  cartelisation  "  of  the  industry. 

Fundamentals  of  Photography. — Paul  E. 
Boucher,  Ph.D.  9  x  6  in.  Pp.  396  and  liij. 
22s.  6d.  D.  Van  Nostrand  Co.,  Inc.,  New 
York.  Macmillan  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  St.  Martin's 
Lane,  London,  W.G.2.  Apart  fror^  un- 
familiar titles  in  such  things  as  lists  of 
cameras,  this  well-stocked  American  text- 
book, first  published  in  1941,  and  the  second 
edition  of  which,  dated  194.7,  has  been  made 
available  in  this  country,  should  command 
an  extensive  readership  in  this  country. 
Written  because  the  author  "  realised  that 
text-books  on  photography  were  decidedly 
lacking,"  it  presents  the  lecture  and  labora- 
tory notes  that  have  formed  the  basis  of 
a  single-term  course  in  photography  for 
students  "  who  had  in  most  cases  com- 
pleted a  high-school  course  in  physics  or 
chemistry,"  supplemented  by  tables  of 
measurement,  a  formulary  and  glossary. 
The  author's  method  is  straightforward, 
proceeding  from  fundamentals  through  the 
chemistry  of  developing  and  fixing  and  the 
physics  of  lenses,  diaphragms,  correction  of 
aberrations,  etc.,  to  more  detailed  considera- 
tion of  emulsions,  development  and  print- 
ing, correct  rendering  of  colour,  enlarging, 
intensification  and  reduction,  etc.,  and  on 
to  additive  and  subtractive  colour  processes, 
ultra-violet  and  infra-red  photography, 
x-ray  work  and  cinematography.  Illustra- 
tive diagrams  are  numerous,  and  the  half- 
tone illustrations  are  excellently  reproduced 
and  well  selected  to  make  clear  the  author's 
points.  Particularly  valuable  are  the  com- 
parative illustrations,  such  as  the  results  ob- 
tained by  photographing  the  same  scene  at 
different  times  of  day  or  through  various 
types  of  filter.  The  test  questions  which 
conclude  each  chapter  will  enable  students 
to  judge  how  far  they  have  mastered  each 
aspect  of  '^he  subject  before  passing  to  the 
next.

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LEGAL  REPORTS 

Theft  by  Window-dresser. — For  stealing 
goods  and  cash,  value  £58,  from  Mr. 
Arthur  Preston,  M.P.S.,  Whalley,  Lanes, 
John  Jessop  (64),  a  Liverpool  window- 
dresser,  was  bound  over  for  twelve  months 
and  ordered  to  repay  the  money  at  the  rate 
of  £1  a  week. 

Inspector's  Appeal  Upheld. — A  King's 
Bench  Divisional  Court  on  October  17 
allowed  with  costs  an  appeal  by  William 
Roger  Breed,  chief  Food  and  Drugs  Inspec- 
tor for  Dorchester,  against  a  decision  of  the 
Sherborne  magistrates  dismissing  sum- 
monses against  The  British  Drug  Houses, 
Ltd.,  alleging  that  they  had  sold  sodium 
thiocyanate  pills  deficient  in  the  drug  con- 
tent. In  their  case  stated  for  the  opinion 
of  the  court,  the  magistrates  found  that  one 
quantity  of  the  pills,  which  were  supplied 
to  Dr.  Jeaffreson  Harris,  Sherborne,  was 
required  to  contain  gr.  i  each  of  sodium 
thiocyanate,  and  another  quantity  gr.  3 
each.  Defendants  were  manufacturing 
chemists  of  high  repute  and  had  never  been 
previously  summoned.  The  pills  were 
made  by  hand  in  accordance  with  current 
pharmaceutical  practice,  and  the  defen- 
dants were  not  aware  at  the  time  of  any 
deficiency.  Each  of  the  pills  analysed  was 
found  to  be  deficient  to  the  extent  of  23 
per  cent,  of  the  drug  content,  and  the 
magistrates  decided  that  the  deficiencies 
were  not  due  to  any  act  or  default  of  the 
defendants,  who  had  adopted  the  normal 
trade  practice  in  making  the  pills  without 
any  allowance  for  wastage.  The  Lord 
Chief  Justice  (Lord  Goddard)  said  that 
defendants  were  a  firm  of  the  highest  repu- 
tation, and  their  explanation  of  the  defi- 
ciencies was  that,  in  the  making  by  hand, 
there  was  wastage  through  material  stick- 
ing to  the  hands  or  implement,  and  they 
could  not  guarantee  that  a  pill  contained 
exactly  one  grain  or  three  grains.  It  would 
not  pay  them  financially  to  test  each  pill 
before  it  was  sent  out,  but  in  those  circum- 
stances the  defendants  should  inform  a  pur- 
chaser that,  instead  of  getting  i -grain  or 
3-grain  pills  he  was  getting  something  less. 
The  potency  of  the  pills  was  clearly  affected 
by  the  deficiency,  and  the  pills  were  there- 
fore not  of  the  nature  and  quality  de- 
manded. In  the  circumstances  the  defen- 
dants could  not  avail  themselves  of  the 
defences  provided  by  Statute,  and  the  case 
must  go  back  to  the  magistrates  with  an 
intimation  that  an  offence  had  been 
proved.  Justices  Humphreys  and  Singleton 
concurred.

>mpanies  and  Pharmacist  Directors  before  Statutory  Commitcee 


|n  London  on  October  6  and  7  the  Statu- 
)ry  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
fociety  of  Great  Britain,  Mr.   H.  Hull, 

.B.E.,  in  the  chair,  considered  charges  of 
Idvertising  dispensing  services  brought 
[gainst  a  director  of  a  manufacturing  phar- 
laceutical  company  ;  against  a  director  of  a 
ibsidiary  retail  company  who  was  also  its 
iperintendent  pharmacist ;  and  against  the 
[etail  company  itself.  The  retail  company  is 
|n  authorised  seller  of  poisons.  Sir  Valentine 
tolmes,  K.C.,  and  the  Hon.  T.  G.  Roche 
Lppeared  for  the  parent  company  and  its 
Associates.  Mr.  H.  Glyn-Jones,  K.C.,  and 
Tr.  T,  Dewar  appeared  for  the  Council  of 
le  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  that  on  the  board 
|>f  the  parent  company  were  some  directors 
^ho  were  pharmacists  and  some  who  were 
^ot.  The  company  was  not  an  authorised 
[eller  of  poisons,  and  he  thought  that  the 
Committee  had  no  jurisdiction  over  it, 
lor  over  any  member  of  its  board  who 
i^as  not  a  pharmacist.  The  business  of  the 
bompany  in  distributing  drugs  and  medi- 
cines by  retail  was  carried  on  through  sub- 
[idiary  companies.  Upon  each  of  the  boards 
)f  those  companies  there  sat  some  gentle- 
len  who  were  pharmacists,  and  each  com- 
)any  had  one  director  who  was  the  regis- 
|:ered  superintendent.  Since  each  company 
^as  an  authorised  seller  of  poisons,  the 
llommittee  had  jurisdiction  over  it,  and 
)ver  each  of  its  pharmacist  directors. 

Hfference  of  Opinion 

The  subject-matter  of  the  inquiry  was  a 
lifference  of  opinion  that  had  arisen  be- 
tween the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the 
)rganisation  concerning  the  propriety  of  a 
>harmacist's  advertising  the  quality  of  his 
lispensing  of  medicines.    What  was  being 
ventilated   was  a   bona-fide  difference  of 
)pinion  as  to  what  were  the  rights  of  the 
)harmacist  in  the  matter  of  the  advertising 
)f  dispensing  services.  It  was  at  first  thought 
Ithat  the  issue  could  be  successfully  and 
jclearly  covered  by  taking  the  three  original 
jrespondents  as  fairly  representative  of  the 
:lass  to  which  each  belonged.    Since  the 
)riginal  notices  of  inquiry  were  issued  the 
jrespondents'  solicitors  had   raised  certain 
lobjections  to  the  form  in  which  they  were 
issued.    He  wished  to  make  clear  the  posi- 
|tion  by  saying  that  notice  had  been  served 
)n  a  director  of  the  parent  company  and 
Ithat    it  was  implicit  in  an  accompanying 


letter  that  the  company  was  being  treated 
as  the  body  which  controlled  the  activities 
of  the  subsidiary  companies.  What  was 
said  against  the  pharmacist  on  the  board  of 
the  parent  company  was  that  he,  with  the 
other  pharmacist  directors,  shared  collective 
responsibility  for  its  conduct ;  if,  as  a  phar- 
macist, he  had  taken  part  in  authorising  or 
directing  the  subsidiary  companies  to  do 
that  which  was  misconduct,  then  he  himself 
was  guilty  of  misconduct.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones 
undertook  to  cause  a  short  addition  to  be 
made  dealing  specifically  with  the  position 
of  the  director  of  the  parent  company. 

Correspondence  between  the  Society  and 
the  secretary  of  the  parent  company  was 
then  read  to  show  that  the  company  had 
been  requested  to  discontinue  the  advertis- 
ing of  dispensing  services  but  had  not  seen 
its  way  to  comply.  Letters  on  similar  lines 
were  subsequently  sent  to  the  superintendent 
pharmacists  of  the  subsidiary  companies, 
and  to  the  secretary  of  each.  Finally,  a 
letter  was  sent  to  the  secretary  of  the  parent 
company,  to  which  he  replied  expressing 
disagreement  with  "  the  whole  thesis  "  of 
the  Society's  letter  and  stating  that  if  the 
matter  were  taken  before  the  Statutory 
Committee,  his  directors  would  represent 
to  that  Committee,  and,  if  need  be,  to  the 
High  Court,  that  the  Council  was  acting 
improperly  and  in  excess  of  its  powers  in 
endeavouring  to  enforce,  by  threats  of  dis- 
ciplinary action,  the  observance  of  para- 
graph 7  of  its  Statement  upon  Matters  of 
Professional  Conduct,  a  statement  "  avow- 
edly issued  by  the  Council  for  the  purpose 
of  guidance  only."  The  companies  con- 
tended that  they  had  not  published  "  ad- 
vertisements implying  that  the  standard  of 
professional  service  rendered  by  pharmacists 
varies  as  between  one  establishment  and 
another,"  and  had  no  intention  of  em- 
barking upon  publicity  which  could  carry 
that  construction. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  asked  the  Committee  to 
examine  a  series  of  advertisements  issued 
by  the  parent  company.  In  one  of  them 
a  gentleman  in  a  white  coat,  with  a  dis- 
penser's balance  "  poised  upon  the  edge  of 
the  dispensing  counter  and  serving  as  a 
kind  of  barricade  between  him  and  his 
work,"  was  engaged  in  pouring  a  liquid  from 
a  measure.  One  of  the  ingredients  ap- 
peared to  be  carbonate  of  magnesium, 
"  which  it  is  extremely  difficult,  I  should 
have  thought,  to  get  into  a  clear  solution." 
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"  I  have  said  that  my  submission  on 
behalf  of  the  Society  is  that  all  advertise- 
ment of  dispensing  services  beyond  that 
contemplated  as  permissible  in  the  code  of 
conduct  to  which  I  have  referred  is  objec- 
tionable, undesirable.  It  is  permissible  that 
a  pharmacist  should  do  that  which  a  doctor 
may  do  by  way  of  informing  the  public 
that  at  the  particular  premises  dispensing 
is  carried  on,  ...  I  stand  upon  the  code  on 
matters  of  professional  conduct.  But  while 
this  is  the  basis  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  case  here,  the  Society  has  no 
power,  even  if  it  wished  to  do  so,  to  deny 
to  this  Committee  jurisdiction  to  say,  if  the 
Committee  think  fit,  that  the  particular 
advertisements  which  have  been  brought 
before  the  Committee  go  beyond  the 
bounds  of  what,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mittee, is  permissible." 

The  Chairman  at  this  point  asked  for  it 
to  be  made  clear  whether  the  case  was 
being  put  that  a  departure  from  the  code 
was  such  misconduct  as  was  spoken  of  in 
the  regulations,  or  that,  code  or  no  code, 
the  advertisements  constituted  misconduct. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  considered  that  there 
were  strictly  three  ways  in  which  the  matter 
ought  to  be  put,  the  third  being  that  if  the 
governing  body  of  the  profession  laid  down 
a  rule  of  conduct  and  that  rule  was  delib- 
erately disregarded  and  disobeyed  by  a 
member,  prima  facie  there  was  evidence  of 
misconduct  upon  which  the  Committee 
were  entitled  to  take  disciplinary  action. 
He  was  putting  it  forward  that  to  break  a 
rule  was  misconduct  within  the  meaning  of 
the  regulation,  but  did  not  claim  the 
power  of  the  Society  to  fetter  the  Com- 
mittee's decision  by  calling  upon  it  to  say 
that  breach  of  the  rule  was  necessarily 
punishable  by  the  Committee.  He  was 
asking  the  Statutory  Committee  to  approve 
of  the  rule  and  to  say  that  it  set  a  right 
standard  of  practice,  and  that  pharmacists 
who  did  not  comply  with  it  were  guilty  of 
not  comporting  themselves  as  pharmacists ; 
that  was  misconduct.  If  the  Committee 
thought  the  rule  too  widely  expressed,  it 
might  then  have  to  lay  down  its  own  boun- 
dary line  between  what  was  and  what  was 
not  permissible  advertisement  of  dispensing 
services.  In  that  event  he  would  ask  the 
Committee  to  say  that  the  particular  adver- 
tisements which  were  before  it  fell  upon  the 
wrong  side  of  that  boundary  line. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  went  on  to  argue  that, 
as  the  governing  body  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  had  striven  for  more  than  a 
hundred  years  to  raise  the  status  and  dig- 
nity of  the  pharmaceutical  profession,  it 


was  clearly  .  right  that  they  should  seek  to 
discourage  the  advertising  of  personal  serv-! 
ices,  professional  services,  such  as  the  dis 
pensing  of  medicines.  Further,  a  properly 
constituted  conference  of  representatives  oi 
branches  of  the  Society  had  approved  tht 
prohibition  of  advertising  of  dispensing 
services.  The  only  proper  method  of  deal- 
ing with  advertising  of  this  kind  was  tc 
prohibit  it  altogether. 

Evidence  by  Society's  Secretary 

Mr.  Hugh  N.  Linstead  (secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society)  who  was  called  tc 
give  evidence,  affirmed  that  a  Brand 
Representatives'  meeting  had  requested  th( 
Council,  in  consultation  with  representa^ 
tives  of  the  branches,  to  consider  a  code  oi 
ethics.  One  of  the  matters  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Council  was  advertising  o: 
dispensing  services.  A  code  had  beer 
drawn  up  and  steps  taken  to  bring  it  to  th( 
notice  of  pharmacists.  In  the  opinion  o: 
the  Council  it  was  desirable  that  advertis 
ing  of  dispensing  should  not  be  allowec 
because  (a)  it  detracted  from  the  standing 
and  responsibility  of  qualified  pharmacist; 
in  the  eyes  of  the  public ;  (b)  it  tended  t( 
create  internal  dissatisfaction  as  betweer 
one  pharmacist  and  another ;  (c)  it  com^ 
mercialised  a  function  which  was  essen 
tially  professional. 

Cross-examined  by  Sir  Valentine  Holmes 
Mr.  Linstead  acknowledged  that  schemes  t( 
advertise  the  dispensing  services  of  pharma 
cists  had  been  put  forward  by  the  Nationa 
Pharmaceutical  Union  and  by  oversea; 
organisations,  and  he  undertook  to  examine 
editorial  articles  printed  in  the  Society'; 
organ  during  the  currency  of  the  N.P.U 
campaign  to  see  whether  he  could  agree 
that  that  paper  had  given  consistent  sup 
port  to  the  scheme.  He  pointed  out,  how 
ever,  that  the  fundamental  difference  be 
tween  the  type  of  advertisement  before  the 
Committee  and  the  type  of  advertisemen 
contemplated  by  the  National  Pharma 
ceutical  Union  was  that  the  latter  was  no 
specifically  directed  to  any  one  firm  or  an^ 
one  individual. 

In  cross-examination  upon  exactly  wha 
forms  of  advertising  were  permitted  by  the 
code,  Mr.  Linstead  agreed  that  on  an  ad 
vertisement  a  pharmacist  could  put  th 
words  "  Dispensing  chemist,"  provided  th 
overall  implication  of  the  advertisemen 
was  not  to  advertise  dispensing  services 
but  thought  the  intention  at  the  time  o. 
framing  it  had  been  to  limit  the  use  of  the 
description  "  Dispensing  chemist "  to  the 
pharmacist's  premises. 
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Seizing  on  this  apparent  lack  of  certainty 
on  the  part  of  the  secretary  of  the  Society, 
Sir  Valentine  Holmes  stressed  the  import- 
ance of  knowing  what  the  code  meant.  The 
Chairman  agreed,  but  said  it  was  a  matter 
for  discussion  between  the  two  counsel  and 
the  Tribunal. 

When  Sir  Valentine  endeavoured  to  sug- 
gest that  the  Council  had  failed  to  stop 
many  advertisements  by  other  corporate 
bodies  and  pharmacists,  Mr.  Linstead  de- 
clared that  he  could  set  against  the  ad- 
vertisements that  had  been  produced,  at 
least  as  many  that  had  been  stopped  by 
the  Council. 

Recalled  at  the  resumption  on  October 
7,  Mr.  Linstead  handed  in  an  analysis  of 
the  sixty- three  advertisements  which  he  had 
been  asked  to  scrutinise.  He  also  answered 
questions  on  articles  that  had  appeared  in 
three  journals.  Mr.  Linstead  considered 
that  in  none  of  the  official  statements  had 
there  been  any  suggestion  that  the  N.P.U. 
advertising  scheme  was  intended  as  a 
means  of  enabling  the  small  man  to  com- 
pete against  the  company.  The  primary 
purpose  behind  the  scheme  was  to  enable 
the  public  to  differentiate  between  the 
chemist  and  his  unqualified  competitors,  he 
said.  The  attitude  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  that  they  were  only  now 
beginning  to  build  up  standards  of  profes- 
sional conduct,  where  up  to  1936  none  had 
existed.  Within  the  advertising  field  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  would  say  that 
there  was  a  distinction  between  the  trading 
element  of  the  chemist's  business  and  the 
professional  element.  Within  the  profes- 
sional field  there  must  be  regulation.  It 
was  intolerable  that  there  should  be,  so  to 
speak,  varieties  of  standards  according  to 
the  enthusiasm  of  different  advertisers. 
Advertising,  secondly,  created  bad  relations 
within  pharmacy. 

Sir  Valentine  Holmes,  in  making  his 
submission  to  the  Committee,  claimed  that 
the  publication  of  any  one  of  the  seven 
advertisements,  or  each  and  all  of  them, 
could  not,  as  a  matter  of  law,  be  miscon- 
duct such  as  would  render  the  pharmacist 
who  authorised  the  publication  unfit  to  be 
on  the  Register.  Pharmacy,  while  being 
professional  in  training,  was  commercial  in 
practice.  What  the  Council  had  done  was 
to  make  a  statement.  Nobody  could  object 
to  its  making  a  statement,  but  it  was  a 
statement  which  the  law  gave  it  no  power 
whatsoever  to  enforce.  Before  one  could 
get  misconduct,  one  must  have  moral  turpi- 
tude ;  and  none  was  suggested  in  the  case 
before  the  Committee.  He  was  not  suggest- 


ing that  it  might  not  be  highly  desirable  to  1 
improve  the  status  of  pharmacists.      He  i 
was  not  suggesting  that  standards  should  \ 
not  be  set  up,  but  was  suggesting  that  theyj 
could  not  be  set  up  in  that  way.      The  ; 
Society  had  complete  power  to  deal  with; 
its 'by-laws,  subject  to  the  restriction  that^ 
there  must  be  confirmation  by  three  meet- J 
ings  of  the  Council  and  by  the  Privy  Coun- ; 
cil,  and  that  was  the  way,  in  his  submission, 
in  which  the  objects  of  the  Society  could 
be  carried  into  effect.    His  submission  was 
that  to  say  that  one  could  pick  out  certain 
pieces  of  advertising  and  say :  "  You  must 
not  have  those,  but  you  may  have  others," 
was  hopeless.    He  was  not  suggesting  that 
it  might  not  be  desirable  that  some  parts; 
of  what  was  to  be  found  in  these  rules,  and 
perhaps  all,  should  be  effective ;  he  was  say- 
ing that  they  were  not  effective  because, 
on  the  proper  construction  of  the  Act  of 
Parliament,     "  professional     misconduct " 
was  not  dealt  with,  and  even  if  it  were,  the 
advertising   of   dispensing  would   not  be 
professional  misconduct.    What  was  dealt 
with  was  "  misconduct." 

Mr.  Glyn- Jones  was  called  upon  to 
answer  certain  questions  put  by  the  Chair- 
man. He  said  that,  under  the  code,  adver- 
tisements to  the  public  should  not  refer  to 
dispensing  services.  There  was  an  excep- 
tion. The  words  were  that  the  prohibition 
"  shall  not  apply  to  the  use  of  the  descrip- 
tion '  dispensing  chemist '  or  to  the  exhibi- 
tion of  a  notice  at  any  premises  stating  that 
dispensing  is  carried  on  there."  Mr. 
Glyn- Jones  thought  as  a  matter  of  con- 
struction it  was  difficult  to  attach  any  of 
the  words  after  the  word  notice  to  the  use 
of  the  description  "  dispensing  chemist."  He 
agreed  that  where  there  was  a  prohibition, 
it  ought  to  be  expressed  in  reasonably  clear 
terms,  and  that  if  a  document  of  any  kind, 
either  expressly  or  by  implication,  allowed 
the  use  of  the  phrase  "  dispensing  chemist  " 
in  an  advertisement,  it  would  be  a  little 
hard  to  say  that  somebody  who  used  the 
words  "  dispensing  chemist  "  on  a  hoarding 
was  guilty  of  misconduct.  It  was  in  accord- 
ance with  his  instructions  that  he  need  not 
trouble  the  Committee  with  an  argument 
that  rule  7  ought  to  be  read  as  if  the  words 
"  at  any  premises  "  followed  the  word 
"  use." 

The  Chairman  announced  that  there 
would  be  no  decision  that  day.  The  Com- 
mittee would  take  time,  and  probably  con- 
siderable time,  to  decide  what  its  view  was, 
and  would  have  to  summon  another  meet- 
ing of  the  Statutory  Committee  to  announce 
it. 
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A  VISIT  TO  BASLE 


Many  pharmacists,  previously  unable 
through  wartime  difficulties  to  take  a  real 
holiday,  realised  their  ambitions  this  year 
by  visiting  the  wonderland  of  Switzerland, 
where  goods  of  every  kind  are  to  be  seen 
in  the  shop  windows,  which,  moreover,  are 
brilliantly  lit  at  night. 

At  Basle  I  spent  a  day  touring  the  HoflF- 
mann-La  Roche  Chemical  Works,  includ- 
ing the  company's  chemical  research  and 
pharmacological  institutes  and  pharma- 
ceutical and  production  laboratories. 

Founded  in  1896,  the  organisation  had 
by  1939  developed  into  sixteen  separate 
companies  making  Roche  products  in  many 
difTerent  parts  of  the  world,  with  6,000 
employees,  1,300  of  them  at  Basle.  The 
facia  of  the  main  building  is  of  white 
marble  from  the  Jura  Mountains.  A  magni- 
ficent reception  hall  contains  rare  tropical 
plants.  A  hall  on  the  ground  floor  consti- 
tutes a  museum  of  old  pharmaceutical 
relics  and  historical  portraits,  together  with 
priceless  ancient  specie  jars.  A  modern  lec- 
ture theatre,  seating  200-300  persons,  is 
used  for  lectures  to  technical  staffs  and  to 
medical,  dental  and  pharmaceutical  stu- 
dents. In  the  recently  rebuilt  research 
institute  are  many  floors  of  laboratories, 
each  equipped  with  every  modern  device. 
The  institute  of  pharmacology  and  experi- 
mental medicine  is  close  by.  In  one 
laboratory  workers  were  investigating  the 
physiological  action  of  pantothenic  acid 
compounds..  Deficiency  was  manifested  in 
rats  in  one  of  several  ways  :  Loss  of  hair 


from  backs ;  greying  of  the  hair  of  black 
rats;  blood-caked  whiskers ;  and  blindness. 
With  pantothenic  acid  restored  to  the 
diet,  the  rats  quickly  recovered  from  these 
untoward  effects. 

In  the  pharmaceutical  laboratories  large 
quantities  of  ampoules  are  packed  daily  by 
machine,  while  the  department  concerned 
with  tableting  contains  a  number  of  the 
latest  rotary  tablet  machines.  Even  the 
boiler  house  was,  like  the  other  depart- 
ments, white  inside  and  out,  with  enormous 
plate-glass  windows. — S.  E.  G.

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PHARMACY  AND  THE  PHARMACIST 
IN  AMERICA  AND  CANADA

EFORE  visiting  the  United  States  and 
Canada  I  was  often  informed  that  I 
would  find  pharmacy  and  pharmacists 
astly  difTerent  from  those  in  Great  Britain. 

certainly  found  them  very  differently 
oused,  but  the  pharmacy  department  and 
harmacist  were  very  similar  to  our  own. 
Certainly  in  the  modern  drug  store  in 
orth  America  one  can  get  a  good  meal, 
almost  any  soft  drink  at  the  soda  fountain, 
jewellery,  cigarettes,  cigars,  handbags, 
alarm  clocks,  Scotch  whisky,  gin,  vodka, 
toilet  goods,  French  perfumes,  peanuts, 
radio  sets,  gramophones,  etc.,  etc.,  but  a 
modern  pharmaceutical  department  is 
always  there.  I  found  the  pharmacy  de- 
partments to  be  very  well  equipped,  and 
the  pharmacist,  though  usually  busy,  a 
very  pleasant  fellow,  eager  alike  to  tell  of 
the  conditions  in  American  pharmacies  and 
to  inquire  about  the  position  in  Great 
Britain.  I  discovered  that,  like  the  aver- 
age British  pharmacist,  he  was  full  of  com- 
plaints about  his  position- — underpaid  (the 
average  salary  for  a  qualified  man  is  £20 
per  week),  status  all  wrong,  overworked, 
etc.,  but  I  also  found  that  he  had  no  one  to 
whom  he  could  take  his  troubles.  In  other 
words,  American  and  Canadian  pharmacists 
are  badly  organised  and  would  welcome 
such  institutions  as  the  National  Pharnia- 
ceutical  Union,  Chemists  Friends  Associa- 
tion, Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association, 
Joint  Industrial  Council,  Chemists'  Defence 
Association,  Business  Purchase  and  Guaran- 
tee Fund,  Chemists'  Sickness  and  Provident 
Society,  etc.,  in  addition  to  their  own  brand 
of  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Working  Hours 

In  the  large  cities,  pharmacies  are  open 
until  midnight,  the  staff  working  in  shifts 
from  8  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  and  4  p.m.  to  mid- 
night. They  have  the  usual  complaints 
about  doctors'  dispensing,  and  are  watching 
with  interest  the  advent  of  socialised  medi- 
cine in  Great  Britain.  The  average  cost  of 
a  bottle  of  medicine  dispensed  in  America 
is  6s. — and  the  pharmacist  there  takes  a 
poor  view  of  the  valuation  of  our  services  in 
that  respect.  Realising  that  the  spotlight 
is  on  pharmaceutical  education  and  appren- 
ticeship in  Great  Britain,  I  gathered  a  little 
data  on  the  American  system.  The  educa- 
tional requirements  were  four  years  at  col- 
lege, terminating  in  a  B.Sc.  degree.  The 


curriculum  is  specific,  with  emphasis  on 
chemistry  and  pharmacology.  Chemistry 
courses  include  the  study  of  chemistry 
through  organic,  but  not  physical  chemistry. 
Physiological  chemistry  is  studied  and,  as 
in  this  country,  the  college  must  be  ap- 
proved. Many  pharmacists  in  the  U.S.A. 
obtain  a  Ph.D.  in  chemistry,  and  claim  that 
such  a  degree  is  comparable  to  any  other 
doctorate  as  to  academic  requirements. 
Like  our  own  counterparts,  these  men 
usually  specialise  in  laboratory  work. 

Internships  and  Apprenticeships 

Instead  of  an  apprenticeship  system,  a 
system  of  "  interning  "  is  in  eflfect  in  the 
U,S.A.  After  the  college  degree  is  ob- 
tained, the  student  spends  a  year  working 
as  an  "  intern  "  in  a  drug  store.  In  most 
instances,  interns  work  as  drug  clerks  dur- 
ing this  period  of  internship.  They  com- 
pound prescriptions  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  a  licensed  pharmacist.  They  also 
sell  merchandise  and  learn  practical  oper- 
ating procedures.  A  pharmacist  may  have 
any  number  of  apprentices  at  the  same 
time.    An  intern  earns  £10  15s.  per  week. 

The  intern  system  is  for  students  who 
wish  to  become  licensed  pharmacists.  Legal 
requirements  make  possible  the  use  of 
apprentices  also.  In  New  York  State  any- 
one over  sixteen  years  of  age  with  a  high 
school  education  may  apply  to  the  State 
Board  for  an  apprentice's  licence,  for 
which  a  dollar  fee  is  asked.  The.  appren- 
tices may  compound  prescriptions  and  sell 
all  types  of  pharmaceuticals.  However, 
the  pharmacist  under  whose  supervision  they 
are  is  legally  responsible  for  their  work, 
and  can  be  held  liable  for  mistakes  which 
the  apprentices  happen  to  make. 

Licences 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  period  of 
internship,  an  examination  is  taken.  Spon- 
sored by  the  State  Boards  of  each  State, 
these  examinations  include  both  theoretical 
and  practical  subjects.  If  these  examina- 
tions are  passed,  the  candidate  is  given  a 
licence  to  practice  in  the  State  which 
granted  the  licence.  Most  States  have  re- 
ciprocal agreements,  but  where  reciprocity 
is  not  in  effect,  the  pharmacist  must  take 
the  examinations  of  the  State  in  which  he 
wishes  to  practise.  A  similar  system  of 
examination  is  in  effect  for  physicians.

Sulphonamides  For  External  Use 

The  proposed  exemption  in  the  draft 
Poisons  Rules  (C.  &  D.,  October  18,  p.  486) 
of  ointments  and  surgical  dressings  contain- 
ing sulphonamides  from  the  Fourth 
Schedule  will  be  helpful  to  dispensing 
chemists  supplying  such  articles.  This 
welcome  relief  could  be  extended  with 
advantage  to  all  preparations  containing 
Schedule  4  poisons  and  either  (a)  incapable 
of  internal  use,  or  (b)  unlikely  to  be  taken 
internally. 

A  case  in  point  is  stated  by  Mr.  D.  W.  A. 
Mitchell  in  "The  Optician"  for  June  11. 
Mr,  Mitchell  points  out  that  it  is  customary 
at  the  London  Refraction  Hospital  in  the 
"  Contact  Lens  Course  "  to  use  local 
anaesthetics  in  moulding,  and  in  some  cases 
to  instil,  into  the  eye,  drops  of  a  solution 
of  sodium  sulphacetamide.  A  supply 
of  Albucid  eye  drops  was,  on  the  advice  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  refused  by  a 
chemist  to  an  optician  who  had  taken  this 
course.  Mr.  Mitchell,  who  was  under  the 
impression  that  such  supply  came  within 
the  exemption  under  Section  20  of  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  took  up 
the  matter  with  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  pointing  out  that  opticians  do  use 
sulphonamides  in  certain  circumstances  (as 
in  contact  lens  work  and  after  the  removal 
of  foreign  bodies).  Permission  was  given 
by  the  secretary  of  .  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  publish,  in  the  optical  Press,  the 
secretary's  reply,  which  includes  the 
following  statement:  — 

As  a  result  of  the  information  con- 


tained in  your  letter  regarding  the  use  of 
sodium  sulphacetamide,  we  are  of  opinion 
that  a  pharmacist  or  other  authorised 
seller  of  poison  would  be  in  order  in 
supplying  an  optician  with  a  Fourth 
Schedule  poison  for  use  by  the  optician 
after  the  removal  of  a  foreign  body  or 
after  moulding  or  fitting  contact  lenses. 

We  consider  supplies  under  these  cir- 
cumstances could  be  considered  as 
exempted  transactions  coming  within 
Section  20  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act,  1933. 

We  would  add,  however,  that  an  opti- 
cian would  not  in  our  opinion  be  entitled 
to  be  supplied  with  Fourth  Schedule 
poisons  for  general  ophthalmic  treatment 
and  we  think  that  the  optician  should, 
when  applying  to  a  pharmacist  for  sup- 
plies of  sodium  sulphacetamide,  explain 
to  the  pharmacist  the  precise  purpose  or 
purposes  for  which  the  drug  is  required, 
so  that  the  pharmacist  may  be  in  a  posi- 
tion to  judge  whether  or  not  the  transac- 
tion can  be  regarded  as  an  exempted  one 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  20. 

An  Oversight  Corrected 

Exemption  of  sulphonamides  from  the 
Fourth  Schedule  in  preparations  intended 
solely  for  external  use  would  avoid  this 
roundabout  supply  under  Section  20,  which 
requires  the  pharmacist  to  question  the 
status  of  the  optician.  The  provisions 
attaching  to  First  Schedule  poisons  still 
apply,  and  these  provide  proper  safeguards. 
Paragraph  2  of  the  draft  Poisons  Rules  is 
new,  and  corrects  an  oversight  as  regards 
Schedule  4  poisons  for  external  use.  Poison 
Rule  1 2  (3)  {e)  as  amended  will  read  :  — 

{e)  indicate  the  total  amount  of  the 
medicine  to  be  supplied  and,  except  in 
the  case  of  a.  preparation  which  can 
only  he  used  for  external  treatment, 
the  dose  to  be  taken. 
The    added    words    in    italics  legalise 
Fourth  Schedule  prescriptions  for  external- 
use  preparations  issued  without  directions 
as  to  dosage.    Since  it  is  evident  that  such 
medicines  are  unlikely  to  be  used  by  drug 
addicts,  there  is  every  reason  to  exempt  all 
such  prescriptions  (i.e.,  for  external  prepara- 
tions)   from    provisions    of    the  Fourth 
Schedule. 
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A  Way  To  Gain  Hard  Currency 

So  much  has  been  made  of  the  loss,  through 
war-time  exigencies,  of  British  overseas 
investments,  that  other  ways  in  which  the 
national  prosperity  can  be  "  invisibly " 
promoted  have  tended  to  be  overlooked. 
One  such  method — not  a  new  one  by  any 
means,  but  a  method  that  might  be  adopted 
by  many  industrialists  who  so  far  have  not 
done  so — was  outlined  by  a  spokesman  of 
the  British  Export  Trade  Research 
Organisation  recently  (see  p.  493).  Briefly, 
the  scheme  consists  of  exporting  a  manufac- 
turer's "  know-how,"  usually  on  a  royalty 
basis,  but  if  need  be  for  a  lump  sum. 

It  is  important  to  realise  that  "  know- 
how  "  is  not  a  vague  or  meaningless  term 
but  has,  in  fact,  a  precise  connotation  and 
a  considerable  cash  value.  Its  disposal  in 
an  overseas  market  involves,  for  a  patented 
article,  three  things  :  — - 

1.  A  licence  to  work  the  patent,  with 
training  for  foremen  and  workmen  if 
necessary. 

2.  Full  information  of  the  plant  or 
machinery  used,  together  with,  if  necessary, 
actual  machinery  or  jigs  and  tools,  but  at 
the  very  least  the  working  drawings  for 
preparing  the  machinery. 

3.  For  a  few  years  (almost  certainly)  an 
undertaking  to  supply  vital  parts  of  the 
invention  or  patent. 

The  obvious  advantage  of  exporting 
"  know-how "  at  the  present  time  is,  of 
course,  that  every  dollar  raised  in  this  way 
is  in  the  nature  of  a  windfall,  providing  in- 
valuable assistance  at  a  most  critical  time. 
Objections  have  been  raised  on  both  sides  of 
the  Atlantic,  and  it  is  important  to  decide 
(a)  whether  the  objections  are  valid  and  (b) 
whether  they  are  not  outweighed  by  other 
considerations.  From  the  United  States  the 
charge  has  been  levelled  that  the  procedure 
advocated  would  constitute  or  encourage 
violations  of  anti-Trust  legislation  in  opera- 
tion in  that  country.  By  way  of  rejoinder 
it  may  be  pointed  out  that,  while  the  diffi- 
culty is  one  to  be  investigated,  many 
"  know-how  "  agreements  in  force  in  both 
directions  between  this  country  and 
America  are  of  long  standing,  proving  that 
the  obstacles  are  capable  of  being  overcome, 
in  Britain  the  more  serious  charge  is 
brought  that,  in  disposing  of  their  "  know- 


how,"  British  manufacturers  would  be 
"  selling  their  rights  for  a  mess  of  pottage." 
Foreign  firms  put  in  possession  of  British 
trade  secrets  will,  it  is  argued,  be  able  in  a 
very  short  time  to  overtake  their  British 
competitors  and  to  put  them  wholly  or 
partly  out  of  business.  That  eventuality 
will  be  avoided  provided  two  safeguards  are 
insisted  upon.  First,  if  the  articles  them- 
selves are  capable  of  being  made  and 
exported,  then  the  secrets  of  "  know-how  " 
must  be  kept  in  Britain.  Secondly,  there 
must  be  in  every  contract  a  clause  or 
clauses  delimiting  the  territories  in  which 
the  "  know-how  "  is  to  be  exploited  by  the 
overseas  licensee  and  excluding  not  only  the 
British  home  market  but  any  others  that 
can  quite  easily  be  supplied  from  Britain. 

Within  these  limits  the  scheme  is  com- 
mended to  manufacturers  in  the  drug  and 
chemical  industries  to  examine  and  explore. 
In  cases  of  doubt  B.E.T.R.O.  is  holding 
itself  out  to  give  advice  on  whether  a  patent 
process  or  manufacture  is  a  suitable  subject 
for  a  "  know-how  "  agreement,  and  to  pass 
on  requests  by  overseas  manufacturers  for 
information  about  processes  in  particular 
fields.  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  will, 
it  is  understood,  be  one  of  the  channels 
through  which  the  requests  are  to  be  made 
known. 

FIFTY  YEARS  AGO 

Professor   H.    E.   Armstrong  in 
New  York 

{From  the  C.  &  D.,  October  23,  1897) 
Professor  Armstrong  took  as  the  theme  of 
his  remarks  the  methods  of  education  in 
chemistry.  He  said  that  lecturing  was  the 
abomination  of  the  present  method  of 
teaching  chemistry.  The  methods  in  all 
other  lines  of  instruction  had  changed,  but 
in  chemistry  practically  the  same  methods 
prevailed  now  which  were  introduced  by 
Berzelius.  It  had  become  necessary  to  make 
a  radical  change  and  adopt  more  natural 
methods,  such  as  that  termed  the  "  heuris- 
tic "  method,  which  Professor  Armstrong 
defined  as  the  teaching  of  students  to  find 
out  things  for  themselves.  Destroy  all  the 
text-books,  said  he,  and  show  the  pupil  how 
to  learn  for  himself  instead  of  teaching  him 
things.  He  then  proceeded  to  give  two 
illustrations  of  the  first  lessons  in  chemistry 
by  this  method.

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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  IRELAND 

Seventy-second  Annual  Meeting 


At  the  seventy-second  annual  meeting  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  held 
in  Dublin  on  October  13,  Mr.  J.  K. 
Whelehan  (president)  was  in  the  chair.  The 
following  outgoing  members  of  the  Council 
were  declared  re-elected  for  the  next  three 
years  :  Messrs.  F.  X,  Meagher,  P.  Fullam, 
P.  F.  McGrath,  G.  C.  ONeill,  N.  A.  P. 
McKane,  and  M.  Power.  Mr.  B.  C.  Sulli- 
van was  also  declared  elected  to  fill  a 
seventh  vacancy  created  by  Mr  J.  D.  Blair's 
decision  not  to  seek  re-election.  A  tele- 
gram of  good  wishes  was  received  from  Mr. 
Fred  Storey,  Belfast. 

President's  Report 

The  President,,  in  the  course  of  his  ad- 
dress, said  the  figures  for  1947  continued 
the  trend  of  the  past  decade  with  the  pos- 
sible exception  of  preliminary  registration 
which  had,  as  anticipated,  shown  a  marked 
decline  at  sixty-seven,  a  decrease  on  1946 
of  161.  He  was  confident  that  the  intake 
figure  would  increase  progressively  for  the 
next  few  years  and  it"*should  eventually 
stabilise  itself  at  about  150,  which  the  pro- 
fession should  be  able  comfortably  to 
absorb.  He  hoped  the  1946  figure  of  230 
entries  would  never  again  be.  reached. 
Secondary  schools  were  beginning  to  in- 
clude physics  and'*  chemistry  as  standard 
subjects  in  their  curricula. 

The  number  of  pharmaceutical  chemists 
on  the  register  was  1,736  (against  1,681  in 
1946)  while  membership  had  increased  by 
twenty-three  to  899.  There  were  on  the 
register  729  pharmaceutical  chemists  who 
were  not  members  of  the  Society.  Post- 
graduate contact  with  the  Society  was  en- 
couraged by  the  Council  and  in  future 
years  the  services  rendered  by  the  registrar 
and  the  college  staff  might  represent  greater 
monetary  value  than  was  represented  by  the 
annual  membership  fee.  There  was  one 
chemist  and  druggist  on  the  register  (no 
change)  while  registered  druggists  totalled 
417  (an  increase  of  one).  Of  417  names  on 
the  register  of  druggists,  seventy-three  had 
since  qualified  as  pharmaceutical  chemists. 
Of  the  344  registered  druggists  only  forty- 
six  (122^  per  cent.)  were  associate  druggists. 

The  Council  hoped  that  the  number  of 
the  associates  would  increase.  The  per- 
centage examination  success  of  students 
was  37.2  per  cent,  (against  32.4  per  cent, 
in  1 946) ;  greater  liaison  between  the 
examiners  and  the  college  staff  might  prove 
helpful  in  bringing  the  figure  up  to  that  in 
other  professions. 


:Slr.  Whelehan  went  on  to  suggest  th; 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Irish  Dri 
Association  should  meet  a  subcommittee  1 
the  Council  to  work  out  an  agreed  scale  i 
charges  for  professional  work.    After  di 
cussions    with   the   Educational  Advisoi 
Council  headed  by  Professor  O'Rahilly, 
draft  education  scheme  was  under  conside 
ation.    When  Professor  Bayley-Butler's  r 
port  came  to  hand,  the  subcommittee  de 
ing  with  the  matter  would  submit  a  dra 
composite  scheme  to  the  Council  for  co 
sideration.    The  pass  lists  in  recent  exami 
ations  showed  that  a  majority  of  the  cai 
didates  needed  more  than  one  year's  f 
academic  training,  and  there  was  a  deman 
for    post-graduate   part-time    courses  0 
aseptic  dispensing,  urine  analysis  and  bio 
counts.    The  registrar  and  Professor  T' 
oney  had  carried  on  informal  conversatio 
with  Dr.  Meenan  on  the  possibility  of  i 
augurating   such   a  post-graduate  cours 
Dr.  Meenan  had  been  enthusiastic  and  ha 
promised  to  submit  a  suitable  syllabus.  Th 
widening  of  the  field  from  which  pharm 
ceutical  materials  were  drawn  increased 
opportunities  for  pharmacists  and  involve 
acceptance   of  a  progressive  education 
policy.    The  Council  had  seconded  Profe. 
sor   Timiney   to   the   science  faculty 
University  College,   Dublin,  and  it  w 
hoped  that  in  the  summer  recess  of  1948 
would  be  possible  to  afford  him  an  oppoi 
tunity  of  visiting   some  of  the  foremo 
pharmaceutical  laboratories  abroad. 

Continuing,  Mr.  Whelehan  urged  th 
changing   conditions  in   pharmacy  mad 
necessary  the  adoption  of  a  code  of  ethic 
He  then  deplored  the  practice  of  docto 
who  prescribed  orally  to  their  patients  an 
suggested  the  Medical  Association  of  Ir 
land  should  be  approached.    The  Societ 
had  kept  a  close  watch  on  the  Health  Bil] 
and  Mr.  Frank  Loughman  had  ably  put  th 
Society's  point  of  view  in  the  Dail.  H 
hoped  that  the  sale  of  purgatives,  catharti 
and  laxatives  would  be  confined  to  pharma 
cists.    Discussions    with    the  Veterina 
Association    of    Ireland    were  continuin 
satisfactorily  and  should  lead  to  the  fulles 
co-operation   between  the  professions, 
deputation  to  the  Minister  of  Health  hac 
discussed  the  position  of  public  pharma 
cists  and  Mr.  Whelehan  had  urged  that  th( 
Pharmacy  Acts  should  be  rigidly  observec 
in  all  public  institutions. 

As  a  result  of  conversations  with  th( 
Minister  of  Defence  a  permanent  establish 
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ent  of  one  commandant  and  four  cap- 
ins,  with  special  rates  of  pay,  had'  been 
reated  for  pharmacists  in  the  Defence 
orces. 

Mr.  Whelehan  then  paid  a  tribute  to  Mr, 
.  D.  Blair,  who  had  resigned  from  the 
ouncil,  and  welcomed  a  new  member,  Mr. 
.  O'Sullivan.      After  wishing  Mr.  J.  J. 
err  happiness  in  his  retirement,  he  intro- 
uced  the  new  registrar  (Mr.  J.  G.  Cole- 
an).   In  concluding,  the  President  paid 
ributes  to  the  staff  of  the  Society's  College 
nd  headquarters,  and  to  Mrs.  Pike  (nee 
yland)  who  had  been  of  great  help  by  re- 
aining  voluntarily  with  the  Society  during 
e  change  of  registrars. 
-  Mr.  p.  MgAuliffe  proposed  the  adop- 
"on  of  the  president's  address.  Mr.  Seamus 
'uRPHY,  seconding,  said  that  if  the  cam- 
aign  laid  down  by  the  president  were  to 
ucceed,  a  drive  was  needed  to  enrol  more 
licentiates  as  members  of  the  Society.  The 
idea  of  sending  Professor  Timoney  abroad 
to  get  experience  in  London  and  Continen- 
tal laboratories  was  sound  as  the  Society's 
curriculum  today  was  far  behind  modern 
advances. 

Mr.  D.  Kennelly,  Dalkey,  said  the 
existing  system  of  apprenticeship  was  out 
of  date ;  students  should  spend  two  or  three 
years  attending  the  Society's  college,  and 
then  do  one  year's  practical  work.  The 
Society  could  not  carry  out  big  schemes  of 
educational  reform  without  larger  premises. 
Mr.  Martin  Ryan  said  it  was  desirable  to 
encourage  brilliant  students  through 
scholarships  to  do  post-graduate  study  out- 
side Eire.  The  president's  address  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

Treasurer's  Report 

Mr.  John  Gleeson  (treasurer),  present- 
ing his  report,  said  that  total  income 
showed  a  slight  decrease,  compared  with 
1946.  There  has  been  a  decrease  of  £659 
in  income  from  preliminary  registration  fees 
(£277  against  £936),  but  a  large  income 
from  preliminary  registration  had  never 
been  regarded  as  good  for  the  Society 
or  its  members.  Schools  receipts  (£166 
against  £287)  showed  a  decrease  of  £121 
due  to  increased  costs  (e.g.  professors'  fees, 
drugs,  etc.).  The  Council  had  increased  the 
fees  in  all  the  schools  of  the  College  and  the 
1948  revenue  account  should  show  an  im- 
provement. Members'  subscriptions  at 
£15397 — an  all-time  record — showed  an 
increase  of  £93. 

Other  items  of  revenue  were :  Examina- 
tion fees,  £888  (an  increase  of  £340), 
registration  fees,  £1,140  (an  increase  of 


£293),  income  from  investments,  £352  (an 
increase  of  £17). 

Expenditure  : — Expenses,  £3,5081  (against 
£3,078).  Outstanding  increases  were 
printing  and  stationery,  light  and  fuel,  and 
journals.  Provision  also  had  to  be  made 
for  a  pension  of  £500  per  annum  for  the 
retired  registrar.  In  asking  members  for  a 
further  los.  6d.  (making  the  annual  sub- 
scription £2  2s.)  and  in  increasing  examina- 
tion and  college  fees,  the  treasurer  trusted 
that  members  were  satisfied  that  he  had 
tried  to  place  the  burden  of  the  increased 
liabilities  fairly.  The  treasurer  then  pre- 
sented his  balance  sheet,  which  showed  a 
surplus  for  the  year  of  £707  14s. 

Mr.  F.  J.  Roche,  moving  the  adoption 
of  the  treasurer's  report,  said  that  students 
who  had  paid  class  fees  three  months  ago 
and  were  now  being  asked  to  pay  additional 
fees  felt  they  had  a  grievance.  Mr.  P. 
Fahey,  seconding,  said  he  was  sure  mem- 
bers were  willing  to  pay  the  extra  subscrip- 
tion.   The  report  was  adopted. 

Benevolent  Fund 

Mr.  Gleeson,  reporting  on  the  Benevo- 
lent Fund,  said  income  for  the  year  had 
amounted  to  £737,  of  which  £440  had 
been  presented  by  the  dance  committee, 
which,  under  Mr.  Tim  Gleeson's  leadership, 
had  done  invaluable  work.  Subscriptions 
at  £163  showed  an  increase  of  about  £130, 
due  almost  entirely  to  a  member  who  pre- 
ferred to  remain  anonymous.  A  total  of 
sixty-nine  grants  had  been  made  at  a  cost 
of  £362  (an  increase  of  £58).  The  grants 
ranged  from  amounts  of  £2,  £3  and  £5  to 
one  of  £51,  and  had  been  made  to  deserv- 
ing cases.  Mr.  Gleeson  appealed  for  more 
generous  support  for  the  fund  to  help  the 
work  of  relieving  distressed  members  of  the 
profession. 

Mr.  p.  G.  Redmond,  moving  the  adop- 
tion of  the  report,  said  expenses  for  the 
coming  dance  would  be  much  higher ;  he 
hoped  there  would  be  the  biggest  possible 
attendance.    Mr.  J,  Bridgeman  seconded, 

Mr.  R.  Daly,  Cork,  said  the  Fund  was 
something  members  should  be  proud  of. 
Mr.  Seamus  Murphy  thought  dinners

(secretary).  An  apology  for  absence  was 
received  from  Mr.  James  Glendinning. 

Druggists*  Representation 

A  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  T.  Nelson, 
the  remaining  druggists'  representative  on 
the  Gouncil,  stating  that  owing  to  his  in- 
ability to  attend  meetings  he  was  compelled 
to  tender  his  resignation.  Mr.  J.  Irwin,  the 
other  druggists'  representative,  who  retired 
recently,  also  wrote  expressing  regret  at 
severing  his  connection  with  the  Gouncil. 
It  was  decided  that  the  co-option  of  a  drug- 
gists' representative  and  of  a  member  in 
place  of  Mr.  J.  E.  Gonnor,  J. P.,  who  also 
retired  recently,  should  be  discussed  at  the 
November  meeting  of  the  Gouncil.  Mr. 
Gonnor,  in  a  letter,  thanked  the  Gouncil  for 
tributes  paid  to  him  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society. 

The  Vice-president  reported  that,  with 
the  secretary,  he  had  visited  Enniskillen  to 
consult  local  pharmacists  on  the  provision 
of  classes  for  pharmaceutical  students  in  the 
locality.  It  was  felt  that  the  shortage  of 
apprentices  in  the  district  would  be  eased 
if  teachers  of  biology  and  zoology  could  be 
found  for  the  Enniskillen  Technical  School, 
which  was  willing  to  help  with  the  other 
subjects.  Mr.  McGregor  thought  the  Min- 
istry of  Education  might  be  approached  to 
help  provide  a  teacher  in  biology  and  zoo- 
logy ;  the  teacher  could  also  be  available 
for  the  technical  school  at  Omagh.  He 
added  that  a  request  for  a  grant  from  the 
Society  would  be  made  by  the  Enniskillen 
school. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  registrar 
of  the  South  African  Pharmacy  Board  ack- 
nowledging a  formal  request  from  the 
Society  for  the  establishment  of  reciprocity 
between  the  two  bodies  and  stating  that  the 
matter  would  shortly  be  considered  by  the 
Board. 

It  was  decided  to  admit  to  the  register 
Mr.  Gharles  W.  Young,  24  Lowwood  Park, 
Belfast,  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 


Society  of  Great  Britain,  who  had  fulfilled 
the  necessary  formalities  under  the  reci- 
procity agreement.  Discussing  a  request 
from  Mr.  W.  W.  Burns,  a  member  of  the 
Northern  Ireland  Society,  for  membership 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  in  order  to  open  a  business  in  the 
Ghannel  Islands,  the  Secretary  explained 
that,  for  Mr.  Burns  to  be  granted  reciprocity, 
three  months'  residence  qualification  in 
Great  Britain  was  necessary,  but  under  the 
agreement,  the  Ghannel  Islands  and  the 
Isle  of  Man  were  not  named.  The  secre- 
tary of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  however,  had  suggested  that,  if 
the  Northern  Ireland  Society  concurred,  the 
agreement  might  be  modified  to  cover  the 
point.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Boyd,  sec- 
onded by  Mr.  H.  F.  Moore,  it  was  decided 
that  concurrence  should  be  signified. 

It  was  stated  that  the  Society's  final 
examinations  would  be  held  in  Belfast  in 
week  commencing  December  i .  Gertificates 
of  apprentice  were  granted  to  :  Ellen  East- 
wood, Gookstown,  Monica  T.  Gallagher, 
Omagh,  John  F.  Henry,  Gloughmills,  Wil- 
liam H.  Stewart,  Belfast,  and  Patrick  J. 
McMullan,  Ballycastle,  who  had  submitted 
the  senior  certificate  of  the  Ministry  of 
Education  ;  and  Brendan  McMullan,  Bally- 
nahinch,  who  had  submitted  London  Uni- 
versity matriculation. 

Finance  Committee 

The  minutes  of  the  Finance  Gommittee 
were  passed  on  the  motion  of  Messrs. 
Gowzer  and  H.  F.  Moore.  The  receipt 
was  reported  of  £9  6s.  3d.,  being  two-thirds 
of  fines  imposed  recently  at  Newry  Petty 
Sessions  on  a  conviction,  which  had  been 
secured  for  offences  under  the  Medicines, 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1945. 

Mr.  Gamble  said  that  a  number  of  un- 
qualified persons  were  entering  the  trade 
and  asked  whether  the  Statutory  Gommit- 
tee could  not  exercise  some  supervision. 
He  felt  that  members  of  the  Society  acting 
as  superintendents  for  such  persons  might 
themselves  be  running  risks.  The  Secre- 
tary said  the  Statutory  Gommittee  would 
meet  in  November  when  the  matter  might 
be  raised.  It  would  be  necessary  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Gouncil  to  appoint  a 
new  member  to  the  Statutory  Gommittee. 

The  Gouncil  then  proceeded  to  consider 
a  number  of  points  raised  at  the  annual 
meeting  (see  C.  &  D.,  October  18,  p.  472) 
the  first  being  a  suggestion  '''^at,  for  the 
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;nefit  of  single-handed  chemists  and  assist- 
its  who  might  seek  election,  Council  meet- 
jigs  should  be  held  in  the  evening.  It  was 
reed  that  the  time  of  meeting  was  a 
Tatter  for  the  Council  to  settle  for  the  con- 
mience  of  those,  particularly  country 
iembers,  serving  on  it  at  any  particular 
[me.  Mr.  Gamble  also  referred  to  a  pro- 
josal  that  the  Society  should  make  some 
layment  towards  travelling  expenses  or 
:tra  fees  of  country  students  at  the  Belfast 
College  of  Technology.  It  was  decided,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Gamble,  seconded  by  Mr. 
[hinneRj  that  the  chairman  of  the  Educa- 
^on  Committee  in  charge  of  the  College 
lould  be  approached  to  see  whether  a  re- 
luced  charge  could  be  made  to  pharmaceu- 
ical  students  from  the  country. 

I*  Repeat  **  Prescriptions 

Mr.  Tate  initiated  a  discussion  on  the 
)roper  interpretation  to  be  put  on  "  repeat " 
)r  "  to  be  repeated  "  on  doctors'  prescrip- 
ions,  and  reference  was  made  to  a  discus- 
sion of  the  subject  in  The  Chemist  and 
)ruggist  (October  1 1,  p.  445).  It  was  de- 
eded that  the  secretary  should  try  to  seek 
in  official  ruling.  Mr.  Tate  said  he  ob- 
jected to  the  onus  being  put  on  the  chemist 
to  supply  dangerous  drugs  where  prescrip- 
tions did  not  state  explicitly  the  number  of 
times  to  be  repeated. 

Election  of  President 

The  election  to  fill  the  vacant  office  of 
\President  was  conducted  by  Mr.  Walter 
jC.  Tate  (senior  past-president),  who  him- 
Iself  proposed  the  name  of  Mr.  McGregor. 
[Mr.  James  McDowell  seconded  and  the 
motion  was  unanimously  agreed.  Investing 
iMr.  McGregor  with  the  chain  of  office, 
Mr.  Tate  said  the  presidency  was  the  high- 
lest  honour  that  could  be  bestowed  by  the 
[profession  and  trade,  and  Mr.  McGregor 
had  doubly  earned  it,  by  his  service  on  the 
Council,  and  by  his  service  in  other  organ- 
isations devoted  to  the  elevation  of  pharm- 
acy. The  way  in  which  he  had  assumed 
the  duties  of  president  on  the  death  of  Mr. 
J.  W.  Gray  had  shown  that  the  affairs  of 
the  Society  would  be  in  good  hands  and  he 
could  be  assured  of  the  continuing  co- 
operation, loyalty  and  good  wishes  of  the 
membersi. 

In  his  reply,  Mr.  McGregor  recalled 
that  October  was  the  anniversary  of  his 
entry  into  pharmacy.  However  much  some 
might  sigh  for  the  old  days,  he  said,  the 
present  trend  towards  standardisation  and 
the  complicated  apparatus  necessary  for 
production  had  forced  pharmacists  to  accept 


the  position  that  a  wide  range  of  pharma- 
ceuticals could  best  be  made  on  a  manu- 
facturing scale  by  pharmacists  and  chemists 
specialising  in  such  work.  At  the  same 
time  there  was  always  a  big  place  for  the 
pharmacist  who  adapted  himself  to*  modern 
conditions.  As  complex  synthetic  com- 
pounds became  more  and  more  prescribed 
it  was  the  pharmacist's  duty  to  keep  up  to 
date  and  be  of  assistance  to  the  prescriber 
with  advice,  which  would  be  much  appre- 
ciated, on  the  properties,  presentation  and 
best  method  of  administration  of  the  newer 
drugs. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Cowzer,  the  retiring  treasurer, 
was  elected  Vice-president  on  the  motion 
of  Messrs.  McGregor  and  Abernethy. 

On  a  motion  of  Mr.  Cowzer,  seconded 
by  Mr.  H.  F.  Moore,  Mr.  P.  R.  W.  Shin- 
ner  was  appointed  Treasurer.

Ulster     Arbitration     Award.   —  The 

National  Arbitration  Tribunal  (Northern 
Ireland)  recently  published  its  award  in  a 
dispute  between  a  hospital  and  a  member 
of  the  Associates'  Section  of  the  Ulster 
Chemists'  Association  employed  as  a  phar- 
macist at  the  hospital.  The  Associates' 
Section  had  claimed  that  the  member 
should  be  graded  according  to  her  hospital 
service,  that  retrospective  payment  should 
be  made  from  April  i,  1946,  and  that  she 
should  be  granted  a  further  increase  of  £50 
per  annum  as  recommended  in  the  second 
report  of  the  Joint  Negotiating  Committee 
(Hospital  Staffs)  for  England  and  Wales. 
The  Tribunal  ruled  that  the  pharmacist 
should  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  £415  per 
annum  with  effect  from  April  i,  1947.  but 
that  the  rest  of  the  claim  had  not  been 
established.

[Abstract] 
HE  fruits  of  Ammi  majus  Linn,  are  com- 
only  used  by  the  public  in  Egypt  in  the 
owdered  form  for  the  treatment  of  leuco- 
erma  with  promising  clinical  results.  The 
owdered  fruits  are  characterised  by  the 
olygonal  papillosed  cells  of  the  epicarp, 
hich  are  covered  with  a  thick,  markedly 
riated    cuticle    and    containing  small 
lusters  and  prisms  of  calcium  oxalate ;  the 
ndocarpal  cells  which  exhibit  a  parquetry 
rrangement  and  are  found  usually  adher- 
g  to  the  inner  layer  of  the  mesocarp,  the 
ells  of  which  have  brownish  thick  but  not 
itted  walls ;   occasional   hardly  lignified 
clerenchymatous   cells  with  pitted  walls 
nd  the  few  reticulate  parenchyma  with 
mall  oval  pits. 

A  crystalline  bitter  principle,  ammoidin, 
'i4H804  (melting  point  148°  C),  has  been 
solated  from  the  fruits  of  Ammi  majus. 
'  mmoidin  occurs  in  long  light  prisms  when 
rystallised  from  alcohol  and  ether.      It  is 
ractically  insoluble  in  cold  water,  spar- 
ingly soluble  in  boiling  water,  but  freely 
soluble  in  chloroform.  It  is  an  unsaturated 
aromatic    compound    containing  neither 
phenolic  nor  acetyl  groups.    The  methoxyl 
test  is  positive  but  the  substance  contains  no 
active  hydrogen.  (From  the  pharmacognosy 
department,  Faculty  of  Medicine,  Fouad  I 
University,  Cairo,  Egypt.)

again.  Dr.  Fahmy,  who  had  been  a  student 
at  the  College  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  was  now  a  professor  of  pharmacog- 
nosy in  Egypt.  He  had  contributed  a  valu- 
able note  on  a  remedy  for  leucoderma,  and 
his  work  would  help  those  using  the  drug  to 
get  a  more  accurate  dose.  Were  the 
stomata  ranunculate  ones? 

Dr.  J.  W.  Fairbairn  stated  that  the  paper 
underlined  the  suggestion  that  many  coun- 
tries contained  untapped  sources  of  natural 
drugs.  Did  the  principle  have  the  harmful 
effect  of  the  crude  drug?  Had  the  authors 
tested  to  confirm  that  the  crystals  observed 
were  of  calcium  oxalate?  If  the  crystals 
proved  to  be  another  substance  that  fact 
would  form  a  useful  character  in  identify- 
ing the  powder. 

Dr.  Fahmy,  replying,  said  that  the 
stomata  shown  in  the  figures  were  of  the 
fruits,  and  were  surrounded  by  three  or  four 
cells  of  different  sizes.  Ammoidin  had  the 
same  therapeutic  effect  as  the  crude  drug, 
but  the  nausea  was  eliminated. 

Mr.  Santra  read  the  paper  on 

Determination  of  Clove  Stalk 

in  Powdered  Clove 

By  T.  E.  Wallis  and  D.  K.  Santra 
[Abstract] 
The  object  of  the  work  was  to  compare 
the  results  obtained  in  determining  the 
amount  of  clove  stalk  in  powdered  cloves 
by  methods  based  on  the  content  of  vola- 
tile oil  and  crude  fibre  with  the  results 
obtained  by  microscopical  methods  based  on 
the  count  and  area  of  sclereids  present  in 
clove  stalk.  It  is  shown  that  a  minimum 
standard  for  the  content  of  volatile  oil  and 
a  maximum  standard  for  that  of  crude  fibre 
are  ineffectual  to  exclude  quite  large  pro- 
portions of  stalk  from  good  samples  of 
clove.  The  use  of  published  average  crude 
fibre  values  gives  fairly  accurate  results  for 
samples  containing  20  per  cent,  or  more  of 
stalks.  The  crude  fibre  method,  however, 
requires  much  more  apparatus  and  more 
time  than  the  microscopical  method,  and 
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does  not  differentiate  stalk  from  other 
fibrous  material.  The  microscopical  method 
possesses  the  additional  advantage  that, 
since  there  are  no  sclereids  in  genuine 
clove,  confusion  between  clove  and  its  stalk 
cannot  arise,  as  it  always  does  when  deter- 
minations are  based  on  content  of  volatile 
oil  or  yield  of  crude  fibre,  both  of  which 
are  present  in  both  clove  and  its  stalk.  The 
average  number  of  sclereids  per  mgm.  of 
clove  stalk  has  been  determined  as  1,067, 
and  the  average  area  of  sclereids  per  mgm. 
as  593  sq.  mm.  The  "  area  "  method  is 
recommended  for  samples  containing  very 
small  amounts  of  stalk  or  when  extreme 
accuracy  is  required.  In  view  of  the 
tediousness  of  area  measurements,  the  use 
of  counts  of  sclereids  is  recommended  for 
general  purposes.  A  standard  of  not  more 
than  58  sclereids  per  mgm.  of  powdered 
clove  is  suggested  as  being  suitable  to 
exclude  quantities  greater  than  5  per  cent, 
of  clove  stalk  in  powdered  clove.  (From 
the  pharmacognosy  research  laboratory, 
College  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.) 

Discussion 

Mr.  Bull,  after  commenting  particu- 
larly on  the  painstaking  nature  of  the 
paper,  asked  if  there  was  any  difference  in 
chemical  nature  between  the  oil  from  clove 
stalk  and  that  from  the  fruit. 

Dr.  T.  E.  Wallis  said  that  the  direct 
method  of  estimating  clove  stalk  was  to  be 
preferred.  Mr.  Santra's  perseverance  and 
care  was  responsible  for  the  rediscovery 
of  the  adulterant  in  lycopodium. 

Mr.  J.  M.  RowsoN,  Sunderland,  sug- 
gested that  a  sclereid  count  would  be  better 
than  an  area  figure.  Were  the  two  samples 
from  known  geographical  areas,  and  were 
the  figures  as  wide  as  possible?  Had  the 
authors  any  comments  on  the  Schneider 
process?  Could  clove  pollen  cells  or  pollen 
mother  cells  be  utilised  in  the  estimation? 

Dr.  Fairbairn  suggested  that  the  sclereid 
limit  should  be  set  at  60  instead  of  58. 

Mr.  a.  R.  G.  Chamings  asked  if  the 
adulteration  of  clove  with  clovestalk  was 
increasing,  and  if  the  incidence  of  disease 
in  Zanzibar  clove  trees  had  affected  the 
quality  of  cloves. 

Mr.  H.  Deane  said  that  Zanzibar 
samples  of  clove  were  almost  free  from 
stem.  The  stem  was  being  distilled  in 
Zanzibar. 

In  reply,  Mr.  Santra  said  that  the 
Schneider  process  depended  on  counting 
tissue  without  lycopodium,  and  that  it  had 
limitations.    The  frequency  of  pollen  cells 


was  not  sufficient.  Replying  to  Dr.  Fair- 
bairn, Mr,  Santra  said  that  the  limit  of  58 
for  sclereids  was  the  calculated  figure  and 
equalled  the  highest  number  of  sclereids  to 
be  expected  (55),  plus  an  allowance  for  the 
limit  of  accuracy  (3  per  cent.). 

He  had  no  information  on  the  increase 
in  stalk  content,  as  old  samples  were  used 
for  the  work.  Zanzibar  samples  were  the 
worst  of  those  examined.  He  informed 
Mr.  Bull  that  the  eugenol  content  of  fruit 
and  stalk  oils  was  the  same,  but  the  aromas 
were  different. 

Both  parts  of  the  next  paper  were  taken 
before  discussion.  They  were  read  by  Dr. 
Bullock. 

Enzymes  and  Micro-organisms 
in  Oils  and  Powders 

I.  The  Thermolability  of  Lipase  in 
Powder  Form  and  in  Suspension  in  Oil 
By  Kenneth  Bullock 
[Abstract] 
Little  quantitative  data  appears  to  be 
available  concerning  the  temperatures  dried 
enzyme  systems  can  withstand.  It  was  con- 
sidered of  interest  to  investigate :  The 
thermolability  of  a  representative  enzyme 
in  powder,  using  different  samples  at  equili- 
brium with  different  humidities  and  so 
possessing  different  moisture  contents  ;  how 
far  the  effectiveness  of  a  process  of  dry  heat 
sterilisation  of  powders  depends  on  (a)  the 
initial  moisture  content  of  the  powder,  and 
(b)  the  degree  of  freedom  with  which  the 
moisture  can  escape  from  the  powder ;  and 
how  similar  are  the  temperatures  at  which, 
under  similar  conditions,  enzymes  are 
inactivated  and  micro-organisms  killed.  In 
a  different  set  of  experiments,  attempts  are 
being  made  to  count  bacteria  in  suspension 
in  oils  with  a  view  to  studying  their 
destruction  by  heat,  and  other  means,  in 
such  a  medium.  It  was  considered  possible 
that  information  might  be  obtained  by 
suspending  enzyme-containing  powders  of 
various  moisture  contents  in  oil,  and  study- 
ing the  heat  destruction  of  the  enzyme 
when  the  temperature  was  raised,  provided, 
of  course,  that  an  enzyme  could  be  found 
which  could  be  estimated  accurately  when 
in  oily  suspension.  It  became  apparent 
that  lipase  was  the  only  enzyme  that  would 
meet  all  the  requirements.  A  method  of 
estimating  the  lipase  in  powder  form  or  in 
oily  suspension  is  described,  and  it  is 
shown  that  the  thermolability  of  lipase  in 
oily  suspension  varies  with  the  moisture 
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ntent  of  the  suspended  powder.  Destruc- 
ion  on  heating  for  one  hour  may  occur 
rom  110°  C.  to  130°  C. 

2.  Effects  of  Drying  on  Viability  of 
Bacteria;  their  Thermolability  in 
Powders 
By  Kenneth  Bullock  and 
J.  W.  Lightbown 
[Abstract] 
A  method  has  been  described  for  the  pre- 
paration of  powders  containing  known 
vegetative  organisms  or  spores  uniformly 
distributed,  the  viable  counts  of  which  can 
be  approximately  predetermined.  Possible 
uses  for  these  powders  have  been  suggested. 
The  spray  drying  of  a  suspension  of  vege- 
tative bacteria — e.g.  Bacterium  lactis 
aerogenes — causes  a  reduction  in  the  num- 
ber of  living  organisms  of  approximately 
99.9  per  cent,  while  freeze  drying  causes  a 
reduction  of  approximately  90  per  cent. 
The  mortality  of  vegetative  bacteria  during 
spray  drying  is  probably  due  to  the  rapid 
removal  of  water  although  this  does  not 
cause  disintegration  of  the  cell  or  visible 
damage  to  the  cell  wall.  Suspensions  of 
the  spores  of  Bacillus  subtilis  show  only  a 
small  mortality  on  spray  drying,  10  per  cent, 
being  killed  with  an  air  inlet  temperature 
of  180°  C.^  and  an  outlet  temperature  of 
75°  G.  The 'thermolability  of  the  vegetative 
bacteria  is  markedly  increased  when  con- 
verted from  liquid  suspension  to  the  dried 
state.  Approximately  50  per  cent,  of  the 
bacteria  are  killed  in  thirty  seconds  at  55° 
C.  in  liquid  suspension  while  in  the  dried 
state  about  forty  minutes'  heating  at  70°  G. 
produces  the  same  percentage  mortality. 
The  thermostability  of  the  vegetative 
bacteria  is  less  than  that  of  certain  enzymes ; 
while  that  of  the  spores  is  approximately 
the  same  as  the  thermolability  of  the 
enzymes.  The  lower  resistance  of  the  vege- 
tative cells  to  heat  and  drying  when  com- 
pered with  spores,  and  the  destruction  of 
them  by  these  causes,  are  possibly  due  to 
an  alteration  in  the  cell  wall,  perhaps  in  its 
permeability.  The  destruction  of  the 
spores  on  heating  may  take  place  as  a  result 
of  the  inactivation  of  the  enzmyes  which 
the  spores  contain. 

During  storage  of  powders  containing 
vegetative  bacteria,  the  viable  count  falls 
logarithmically  at  a  rate  which  is  the  same 
in  a  powder  stored  over  phosphorus 
pentoxide  as  in  a  powder  containing  7.2 
per  cent,  water  and  stored  in  a  humidity  of 
32  per  cent.  (From  the  department  of 
pharmacy,  University  of  Manchester.) 


Discussion 

Dr.  I.  Michaels  said  counting  technique 
with  statistical  treatment  should  have  been 
adopted  the  authors.  Without  this  method 
the  authors  were  building  on  a  weak  foun- 
dation. Statistics  enabled  a  limit  of  error 
to  be  assessed  and  this  was  fundamental. 
The  authors'  statement  that  99  per  cent, 
of  organisms  had  been  killed  had,  therefore, 
no  meaning. 

Mr.  T.  D.  Whittet  asked  if  the  authors 
had  tried  yeast  in  their  work? 

Professor  H.  Berry  said  that  little  was 
known  about  the  fate  of  bacteria  in  fixed 
oils,  and  information  was  badly  wanted. 
Former  conclusions  had  been  inaccurate  as 
workers  had  not  stated  whether  the  bac- 
teria or  spores  had  been  added  wet,  or  dry 
(when  a  higher  temperature  for  sterilisation 
is  necessary).  Workers  had  still  to  solve  the 
question  of  whether  a  bacteriostat  was 
required  in  fixed  oils  or  not.  He  thought 
that  a  bacteriostat  would  be  unnecessary. 

The  fact  that  little  destruction  of  bacteria 
had  been  observed  during  spray  drying  was 
consistent  with  the  normal  pressure  of 
12  to  15  lb.  used  during  the  process. 
It  was  possible,  however,  to  destroy  greater 
numbers  by  increasing  the  pressure  to  30  lb. 
or  more.  Other  factors  affecting  the  steri- 
lising property  of  spray  drying  were  the 
provision  of  a  baffle,  the  distance  of  the 
baffle  from  the  nozzle,  and  whether  the 
baffle  moved.  By  adjusting  these  factors 
suitably,  streptococcal  chains  could  be 
broken  for  counting  purposes,  etc. 

Statistical  methods  provided  many  diffi- 
culties and  he  advised  workers  before 
attempting  to  employ  these  methods  to 
ensure  that  the  organisms  used  lend  them- 
selves to  a  count. 

Mr.  R.  Maxwell  Savage  said  he  could 
confirm  the  results  of  the  workers  in  a 
different  field  —  that  of  prothrombin. 
Spores  possessed  a  coat  resistant  to  steam 
but  permeable  to  nutriments.  Study  of  the 
mechanism  opened  a  new  field. 

Dr.  Bullock,  replying  to  Dr.  Michaels, 
said  he  thought  his  scathing  criticism  was 
made  in  ignorance  of  the  facts,  as  he  had 
studied  the  methods  which  Dr.  Michaels 
mentioned  for  five  years.  While  recognising 
the  importance  of  statistics,  he  did  not  wor- 
ship at  that  shrine,  and  he  still  maintained 
that  the  figure  99  per  cent,  mortality  had 
some  meaning. 

To  Mr.  Whittet,  Dr.  Bullock  said  he 
had  begun  his  work  with  yeasts  but  they 
were  difficult  to  count  and  he  had  aban- 
doned using  them. 
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TRADE  REPORT 

Spot  quotations  for  pharmaceutical  chemicals  represent  the  prices  for  wholesale  quanti 
ties  of  standard  quality.  Prices  of  crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  as  to  brand  or  grade.

Reports  to  hand  this  week  indicate  that  all 
markets  are  transacting  a  minimum  volume 
of  business  but,  despite  this  generally  quiet 
tone,  values  are  fully  maintained  with  a 
tendency  in  some  directions  to  move  to 
firmer  conditions.  Business  in  materials  on 
spot  on  home  trade  account  has  been  un- 
important and  while  there  is  a  fair  amount 
of  inquiry  forward  shippers'  ideas  of  values 
preclude  the  booking  of  a  good  deal  of  busi- 
ness in  this  market.  Hitherto  import  licen- 
ces have  been  granted  fairly  freely  for  a 
good  range  of  products  but  there  are  now 
signs  of  a  return  to  war-time  stringency  in 
the  issue  of  permits,  particularly  where  the 
spending  of  dollars  is  involved.  Conse- 
quently holders  of  supplies  landed,  afloat  or 
for  which  a  licence  to  import  has  already 
been  granted  are  taking  a  stronger  line  and 
anticipate  generally  firmer  conditions  as  the 
year  runs  out.  The  higher  prices  quoted  at 
the  sources  support  this  view.  A  case  in 
point  is  Menthol,  It  is  now  understood 
that  no  further  licences  to  import  from  any 
source  will  be  granted  this  year.  There  is, 
it  is  reported,  a  fair  amount  of  material  on 
spot,  mostly  Brazilian,  but  holders  of  these 
stocks  are  not  anxious  to  do  business ;  their 
quotations  are  firm  and  tend  to  advance.  We 
are  advised  that  next  year  licences  will  only 
be  granted  where  the  D.M.S.  is  given  details 
of  the  transaction  as  regards  importing  and 
approves  the  name  of  the  consumer  and  the 
purpose  for  which  the  goods  are  required. 
Continental  buyers  who  have  been  return- 
ing to  this  market  are  now  seemingly  find- 
ing it  difficult  to  place  their  orders  here  for 
goods  tied  to  the  dollar.  They  all  seem  to 
be  in  the  same  position  as  ourselves  when  it 
comes  to  obtaining  their  authorities'  permis- 
sion to  spend  dollars.  For  the  time  being, 
therefore,  it  seems  that  both  importing  and 
trans-shipment  business  to  the  Continent 
will  be  carried  on  under  great  difficulty 
and  the  volume  of  merchandise  handled  is 
likely  to  be  somewhat  limited. 

U.S.  Drug  and  Chemical  Report 

New  York,  October  17 

Exports  of  chemicals  from  the  United 
States  in  July  totalled  $15  millions  com- 
pared with  $13.2  millions  in  June  and  $6.4 
millions  in  July  1946.  Soda  ash  and 
Caustic  soda  prices  for  less  than  carload 
lots  have  been  increased  by  10  to  35  cents 
per  100  lb.  The  numerous  price  advances 
in  recent  weeks  have  not  brought  about  any 
improvement  in  the  supply  position  of  such 
industrial  chemicals  as  Bichromates, 
Chromic  and  Oxalic  acids,  Calcium 
CHLORIDE  and  Alkalis.  Industrial  grade 
Xylol  is  now  quoted  by  all  manufacturers
